Hethen went to her sister in 
St. Louis, who confessed and quit writing 
the objectionable letters, Russe!l claims 
also to have letters from Mrs. Searritt to Oa 
pen criminating berself. He further says 
Mrs. Secarritt’s two married. sisters in 
St. Louis are compromised, one with 
Capen and the other with a # Missouri 
Pacific tofficial at Sedalia.

Rock IsLanD, ILL., September 20.—At the 
secoud day’s session of the Liquor Dealers’ 
Convention the Committee on By-Laws made 
a report, which was adopted. The latter 
provides fora new apportionment, to con- 
form to the Senatorial districts, both as to 
territory and members, except that Cook 
county forms a single district, and the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee Brewers’ Association is 
contituted a district without territory, The 
name was changed to the Liquor Dealers’ 
Protective Association. The Committee on 
Agitation reported the following, which was 
adopted: ‘Whereas it can easily be demon- 
strated that Prohibitory legislation is not 
conducive to true temperance, but has on the 
contrary always been tue cause of an increase 
of dyunkenness and crime; and,° 

Whereas, It is necessury that this fact be 
brought to the knowledge of the people who 
are erroneously believing that the prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture and sale of liquors 
will stop the use and abuse of alcholic bev- 
erages; tiierefore, be it 
Resolved, That it is the duty of the board 
of trustees to see to it that the proper in- 
formation as to the true effect of prohibition 
and sumptuary legislation be disseminated 
as Widely as possible by means of lectures, 
speeches, newspapers, pamphlets, statistics 
and other literature. 
Resolved, That the trade papers now 
espousing our cause are entitled to the hearty 
encouragement and substantial support both 
on the part of members of the Axsociation 
and the Board of Trustees. The resolution 
proposing to indorse the Democratic platform

TILDEN’S NEW PALACE. 


The Old Statesman Proposing to Live 
in Style. 
New York Letter to Philadelphia Times. 

Whiie the unsubdued Pashas of the Tame 
many and Irving Halli tribes are drilling their 
Ledouins for active service at the S ate Dem- 
ocratie Convention in Syracuse, ‘Uncle Sam- 
mv’? Tilden, New York’s political Knedive, 
is in retirement, wrestling with a private ar- 
chitecturai problem. A year or so ago he 
decided to transform his famous Gramercy 
Park retreat into a mansion that would throw 
VYunderbilvs new paiace completely in the 
shade. Atthat time it was said that the 
house, With its owner and other curios, 
was to form a sori of matrimonial prize 
package for a St. Louis bese, but as 
is no nursery in the new edifice the st 5 
now believed to pave been made out of 
whoie cloth. Be that as it may, the mansioa 
js undoubtedly the hobby of Mr. Tilden’s 
life, and whence mpleted it will have cost 
something /ike a baif miilion dollars and 
eciiose in artistic finish anything of the kind 
in this country. For months past he has spent 
one or two days every week in his architect- 
ural temple, and when he does not appear on 
ibe scese of action he sends down tri-week| 
ducuments of instruction from his $5,000,000 
piace on the Hudson. 

When he vegan the alterations Mr. Tildea 
futend«d to -pend about $50,000 +n them, but 
that sum was swelled io $300,000, and itis 
thought that $2000,000 more will be required 
to finish the dec» ail aos ne bul diag 
fronis on Gramercy Park and takes in No. 16, 
Mr. Tilden’s cid house, which has beeo re- 
modeled throughout and united to an ad- 
joining building of the same size, This 
gives the vew palace, “woicn 1s fuur stories 
high, a frontave of «sixty and a depio of one 
hundied and ien feel. & 

Traces of ibe Gothic 8 vie of architecture 
are noticeabie in many paris of the buliding, 
but no conventiona: ruies Dave beeu cariicd 
out. The architects bave worked under the 
personai supe: Virion vi div. Tiden, aod the 
result ix ove of the most unique aud beauti- 
fui residences in Aqerics, ine front of the 
building is based on brown sandstone from 
Beliévile, New dJersev, witb a superstruciure 
of delical’ p uk Scoten sandstone. The pre- 
yaling \oue Of the facade 1s pink, and a bril- 
liantc¢ Nast is brought about by narrow 
belis OF Maine granite, Which separate the 
naiive and imported sandstone. Lhese biack 
graniie bells are Dighivy poished and pretitly 
enuraved. Tie arccues abd wiadow trim- 
mings are all of Diack granite. 

‘bere are two entrauces to the front of the 
mansion, and the main one, leading into Mr 
Titden’s old nouse, is remarkadiy Deauiiful. 
Four columns of polished red mottied gran 
ite support the handsume porch over tbe 
main entrance, and above these coluinns are 
four coiussal IcMiiine busts, representing the 
seasons. Lhese were carved from Scotch 
graniie and are framed to graven foliage, 
typical of spring, summer, autumn aud win 
ter.

We rely 
wholly on the patriotism, public epirit and 
liberality of our young mento cet them up 
and sustain them at their own expense. But 
few are abietostand such a tax op their 
time and means. Consequently the service 
is confined pretty much to those who have 
leisure and surplus funds anda disposition 
to lavish the same on organizations essentia) 
to the public welfare, and which the State 
ought to sustain jiberaliv. After maintain- 
Inga great standing army, Great Britain 
manages to maintain also a Volunteer army 
immensely superior to anything of the kind 
in thiscountry. We trust that this cheap 
means of avoiding pleas for an enlargement 
of our standing army to an oppressive and 
dangerous size, may soon commend itself to 
popular sentiment in all the States, and that 
the time will soon come whenevery State in 
the Union will havea volunteer army of citi- 
zens 80 well equipped and armed and cared 
for by the State that its esprit du corps may 
make it as fine’ a nucieus for a War establish- 
mentasany Power on this continent can 
ever need.

A Brilliant Political Eruption at 
Boonville. 


What Sound Democracy Means in Mis- 
souri This Year.

BOONVILLE, Mo., September 20.—Senator 
Vest arrived on the midnight train. when he 
was met by 4 large Dartv 
of friends and was conducted to 
the residence’ ot Speed Scephens, 
Esq., where he is receiving his friends this 
moruing.

both. For very long distance the telegraph 
at present gives more satisfactory service. 
Oa long lines running into Boston, where 
wires of all kinds are more numerous than 
they are outside, fifty miles is as greata 4dis- 
tance as can be operated successfully. Away 
from Boston, where there are fewer wires, 
persons 100 miles apart can usually talk with 
ease. The distance from Lowell to Portland 
is 115 miles. and unless the atmospheric in- 
fluences are exceptionally unfavorabie e¢on- 
versation can be readily carried on between 
these two points. Induction is the great evil 
connected with long-distance talking. Where 
two wires run in close vicinity to each other 
scunds conveyed over one will be- heard by 
induction over the other, and much confusion 
is thus caused. 

IT HAS BEEN FOUND IMPOSSIBLE, 
in actual practice, to run two te ephune wires 
sucessfully over the same poles for more than 
ten miles. The two lines between Lowell and 
Boston run by different and widely separated 
routes. The inventor who will devise a 
method of overcoming that torments of tele- 
phone men, induction, will possess a patent 
as valuable as the original telephone patent 
itself. It is principally because of . the 
trouble caused by tnduction that practicable 
means have not yet been discovered of running 
telephone Wires underground. The network 
of wires to be seen overhead in any of the 
large cities has proved such an intolerable nui- 
sance thal of necessity some means must be 
devised 'o do away withit. In cities of less 
than 100,000 inhabitants, Where the business 
oftelephone subscribers is not of such im- 
poriance as to require separate lines for 
every instrument, the wires can be handed 
without trouble on poles. Ia the larger 
cities, however, 

THE AERIAL CABLE, 
which is about the size of a broom-handle, 
and will contain seventy-five wires,will probe 
abiy be adopted to a great extent, unless the 
wires can be carried under ground. Inthe 
city of Boston there are to-day some 1,700 
wires. If these were put into cabies, with 
ten wires in each, there would be only 170 
cables. Moreover, the wires in these cavles 
are net made of iron, as the ordinary tel- 
ephone wires are, but of copper, properly 
insulated, and a cable could be severed in 
time with a penknife, or easily cut with a 
singie blow of an axe, if it was necessary, in 
case of fire., It hus been said that telephone 
wires commonly are made of iron. The te!- 
ephone companies use the .ordinary No. 9 
size of iron wire, Which is used by the tel- 
egraph companies, [t need hardiy be said 
‘hat they use immense quantities of it in the 
course of the vear. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 
Great improvements have been made inthe 
telephone since its first invention. Fortwo 
years after it came into general use in 1876 no 


transmitter was employed. Now the irans- 
mitter is simply indispensable. Suceessfu! 


experiments have also been made with the 
signaling apparatus, and at least three -de- 
vices bave beea thrown away to give place to 
something better. The most important im- 
provement has been made in the batteries. 
The single batteries have been thrown-away, 
and for callisg vurposes the power generator 
acd the crank magneto have been su vstituted. 
(ie first transmitter was used in Loweli, 
January 1,1879. This transmitter was also 
ine first one which was placed in a church 
puipit in order to transmit the sermon. 

In addition to its simple use as a means of 
connecting one person with another the tele- 
phone provesa vaiuabie adjunct to the fire 
alarm. Insome places it serves alone as a 
sitlicient fire a'arm. The wires do not un- 
important service in large cities as a pro- 
tec‘ion against lightning, distributing the 
electricity over a large surface.

An Unusually Heavy Cotton Crop and Splen- 
did Weather Lheir Reward. 

A prominent geutieman residing in St. Louis 
bus justreturued from a two weeks’ trip in 
the Indian Territory, during which he visited 
the Choctaw, the Creek and the Cherokee Na 
tions, and passea through sections remote 
from tne railroads. He says: *‘Many of the 
Indians are wealthy and live comfortably. 
There is a large amount of cotton planted in 
the Territory this season, and the growth of 
tue plant is prodigious. lt is no uncommon 
thing to meet with fields uf cotton with stocks 
from eignttoten teet high. In such cases 
the growth is so dense As to 
become aimost as impassible as a cane- 
brake, The bolis have developed on every 
-quare of the plant, and I saw flelds where 
it seemed almost impossible for another boli 
of cotton to find lodgment. Picking has not 
beguo in this belt of country vet, and a 
week or tWo of warm, dry weatheris required 
to bring the crop to the fullest inaturity. If the 
present promise is fuiflilea there will be an 
liumense yield, and the crop will bring the In- 
(lansalarge amount of mouey. The crop is 
from two to three weeks behind the usual 
reason owing to the extremely wet spring. 
Usualiy the 15th of September sees the 
xuthering ofthe cotton well begun. So far 
from that being the case now, the entire land 
in this section -tauds in tull boom, with the 
plants id growing. Yet there may still be 
fuiure. Cvuotton is noe certain untilLitis in the 
baie. Three years ago we had a magnificent 
growth bub picking began late. Ou the 10th of 
November there was alightfaullof snow upon 
the open bolls, and that, with the weight of 
the seed, broke Gown the stalk, and it fel) to 
the ground to be mixed with sand and dirt, 
and becanie particularly worthless, 
This is just the kind of wenther 
for developing the crop, and such daysks this 
nie worth a milion dollars a duy to the cotton. 
growers of the country. Iam satisfied chat if 
nothing intervepes to damage present pros- 
pects the whole Southern country will realize 
n greater sum of money from the cotton crop 
than it has received since the war. The raii- 
roads will bave ali they can Go totake care of 
the transportation, and the capitalists wil)j 
have their hands fulltofurnish the money to 
pay for the fiver.’’

After hurd work Father Healy made 
his escape by going downintothe yard, and 
passing Out through John Titsworth’s grocerv. 
I» his fligiit Father Healy was forced to leave 
bis coat and cane behind, which were subse- 
guentiy found in Dunfrey’s possession. 

MRS. DERWIN 
in her evidence said that she was feeling very 
ill and had sent for Father Haely; he had 
come and was asked into Mrs 
Kernny’s room; that she was notin there 
more than ten minutes when tue trouble be- 
gan and she saw Mrs. Kenny beating Father 
Healy over the head with a broomstick and 
calling him very bad names. She further 
testified that Dunfrey had been in hiding wait 
ing until Fatner Healy should go into Mrs. 
Kenny’s room. 

DUNFREY, 

one of the defendants, suid that he had been 
down town yesterday afternoon between 
7 and 8 o’clock. W hen ne got to 
the head of the stairs on the third floor 
i« Suw the door of Mrs. Kenny’s room closed 
and the curtain drawn about a quurter of the 
way across the window. He heard a noise as 
ifsome one was scufiling, and also heard 
screams. He looked over thetop of the win- 
dow curtain and then beheld Father Hezly 
occupying «very indecent position with Mrs, 
Keany. Dunfrey said tbat he then pushed in 
tne door amd asked the priest if he wus not 
ashamed of himsrif; that the priest 
bes.ea him nor to expose hi.a 
Diufrey then ran down stairs to the street in 
séurch for a poic: officer. 

MRS. KENNEDY, 
in her statement, suid tuat she had asked the 
priest to church her and give her the piedg-~- 
and that when he Cxme into berroom he begau 
t» cake improper 1iberties with her and finally 
forces her down on the bea and held herthere 
until Duatrey pusned in the door and then the 
priest released his hold and ran out,

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A Story of an Official’s Discounting Fee 
Claims at Fifty Per Cent. 


Alfred Newman and Frank Cozran, two men 
employed by Hull & Cozzens, of 1125 Olive 
street, have a grievance against Marshall F. 
McDonald, of the Circuit Attorney’s depart- 
ment. Both of the above were witnesses in a 
case against one August Kahler, who 
was found guilty of robbing the 
establishment in which they were employed of 
some valuable tools. During the pendency of 
the case before the Criminal Court the two 
witnesses named were calied to appear four 
times and were, therefore, entitied to #4 
each. The case was disposed of abont 


& month ago and the fees were payable about 
the first of September. The two men now 
claim that tney have been swindled out of a 
part of the amount due tuem. In regard to the 
matter Newman made the following statement: 

I attended court sixteen times, I believe, but 
understand thatthere was only. $ due me, 
because I did not claim every time. I under- 
stood that | would get the fees last month, but 
had not collected them up to the 
llth of September. Ou that day 
a man from the court—McDou.iald I believe his 
name was—came here and asked me if 1 was 
the man who had testified in the case and 
whetherl had ciaimed my fees. I told him 
that 1 had aod tiat there was 
money due me. He suid yes, there 
were four and probably six dollars due me, 
butthatI wouid not get my money before 
uexXt year, as Judge Laugoiin was sick, but 
that he would give me acouple of dollars lor 
my chance. I toid him that 
I would not take the $2, sQ ue Said again that 
I wouid have to wuit and take my chances, 
uad that the Judge was sick. I thought he 
knew all about it veeause I suw him 
act as State’s Attorney when the 
case was tried, and I told him 
toatif that was the case l would take what ie 
offered, He gave we 3 aud wrote out the 
order On the cierk for the cinim which I signed. 
The paper was directed to the 
clerk ot the court and request- 
ed bim to pay the fees due me to Mr. 
McDonald.>The next day after I sold my claim 
this postal card caine here to CoZran, stating 
inat bis fees were due aud payabie at ouce. As 
We both testified under the same 
circumstances, I kncw that mine 
could have been coliected at the sume time, 
aud I now believe tbhut McDonaid Knew when 
he came here thatthe fecs were there await 
ing me.’’ 

**Are you sure he told you Judge Laughlin 
was sick and that you would have to wult a 
whole year?’’ 

‘*Yes, sure.’ 

COZRAN SAID" 

‘“T was not here at tue svop when MeDonald 
Came to see me, having been gent vul t do 
some repairing about town, but he Came to 
my honse, No. 1212 Soutn Sixth street, tO sce 
me.. He ssid there were tees due me and 
that I could not get them 
before next year, but that nestood a b®tter 
chance to getthbem thin I did and that he 
would give me §2 fur Wuat was due me, ILItold 
him Iwanted more and he said I might get 
about $3 if 1 waited, but that | wonid 
not get it until noxt year. I said that I did 
not want to wait and that it was troublesome 
to go to court, ana that I would gee Mr. Coz- 
zens to get ittorme. He replied that Cozzens 
could not collect my money, but that he 
couid. He said: ‘‘I wili give you $2 for your 
claim and settle with the court for you.’’ So 
I took the money and signed the paper. Tie 
next dav when I came inI found the postal 
card notitying metbat the money was there 
and that I could eet it. Mr. Cozzens, 
who was in the sume case, got one, too, and 
went and collected his own m mey.’’ 

MR. COZZENS, 

being interrogated, Suid taat be had not been 
approached by Mé¢Donald at all and thathe 
did not know of the transaction  be- 
tween him and his two employes 
until he went to collect his fees, 
when he saw that theirs had heen paid to Mr. 
McDonygld. If the statements of his men were 
true, he had no reason to doubt tnem, 
McDonald had played a very scurvy trick on 
them, 

Mr. Marshall Mc Donald,whose exact nosition 
is thatof secretsry to the Cirenit Atrorney, 
bunt who is Dy custom 4 -ort of veneral assist- 
ant, was foundin his office atte Four Courts, 
When asked about the statements above given 
he said that it was trne that he had bought the 
e'aims of the two men, but that he had not 
used any false pretense to get them to sell. 
his leisure moments he often employed his 
time in walking »bout the citv hunting up and 
hargaining for the ' claims ot persons 
having fees duethem. ‘*There are a creat 
many people whowill not look after these 
matters themselves, and many who will not 
come here to get the fees when they 
know they arehere awaiting thein. There 
is nothing in the law to prevent ° me 
from doing whatI have done. The only thing 
resemDiing this which the law touches {is to 
prohipit clerks of conrta from. epecniating in 
State warrants, Olerks can’t buy jury war- 
rants, but a witness fee is not a warrant, 
and I 1aAVE no more to 
do with the clerk’s cffice than von huve,.*’ 

**How about the alieged false representa 
tions? 

‘*T never said the Jndge wassick. 
been that won!d not have affect 
ind the ifteathat LT wonld say 
ahbeurd. I mereiv asked them what tney would 
take for their elaims They asked me to 
say, said $2 in each CASE 
avd they surrendered theirc’aims. Th: re are 
clerks of @onrtsin this State woo make aprar- 
tice of buving fees. The claims are 
paid until some time aftenthe caseis settied, 
but there are cerks who d1acount the cluims 
at once and wait fur the money.’’ 

Mr Ben Finney, Deputy Cier* of the Criminal 
Court, being asked about the right of a person 
to carry on afee brokerage business, called 
the attention of the reporter to a jiarve* hook 
laving on a desk in the clerk’s office. ‘'This,’’ 
said ne, ‘fis fee book. Tie rames of 
all persons to whom fees are due can be tound 
here, and anv and everybody hasa right to 
come and look at the book, and jf anybody 
brings us an order for the fees of a man who is 
entitled to them, and the paper is 
properly drawn up and signed, 
we are compelled to recognize it 
as we wou'd a power of attornev. This whole 
thing is ou +ide of our jurisdiction. We have 
no right toteli pe ple thatthev shail not dis- 
pose of their fees, nor that they shall not em- 
plov some one else to collect them. 
We make it a ru.e to send 
postal cards to police officers as soon as the 
fees arrive, notifying them that they are due 
and payable, and when the officers coma ior 
their fees we instruct them to tell the other 
witnessesto come. Then we wait a while 
and it we don’t hear from them we send them 
posta's als».’’ 

While it may be admitted that Mr. McDonald 
has violated no law, it certainly does not seem 
proper that a person holding his official post- 
tion, with an intimate koow!-dge of (he work. 
ings o the court, should barter and traffic 
for the fees «f the witnesses Called befere it. 
Mr. MecDona'd isthe Cireutt Attornev’s sec- 
retary, and acts in Court us assistant and fre- 
quently prosecutes cases. A man of his posi- 
tion ought not to discount fee claims at 50 pe 
cent. r

BANK ROBBERIES. 


The Clever **Turyns’”’ of the Bank 
Sneaks in St. Louis. 


Cases in Which They Have Gotten Away 
With the Plunder. 


The criminal known asthe bank sneak and 
robber requires more nerve than any other in 
his operations. The least mismove or exhi- 
bition of bad judgment on his part May cause 
his arrest and conviction. St. Louis Aas of late 
yeurs not been a very profitable field for this 
class of protessional thieves and 
the amounts of their peculations have been 
comparatively small. 

Abouta year and,a half ago the St. Lonis 


Nutioual Bank, corher of Third ana Chestnut 
streets, Was the victim of arobbery in which 


$5,500 in money was Obtained bythe thieves. 


The detaiis of the robdery were very in- 
geniously arranged by them. Oneof the men 
walked up to the cashier’s desk and stated 
that he ha@d some bonds which _he de 
sired to negotiate and asked the ’ ker 
to give him figures.
